3. Insufficient use of the po- 
lice department crime labora- 
tory and its facilities in the 
verification and presentation of 
evidence. 

4. Poor co-operation between 
the police department and the 
office of the circuit attorney in 
gathering and preparing avi: 
dence for trial. 

5. Slip-shod methods in the 
serving of subpenas by the of- 
fice of the sheriff with result- 
ant delays and obstruction in 
prosecution. 

6. The tendency of the police, 
upon 0 a confession, to: 
abandon further investigation 
and gathering of evidence. 
Each of these points has been 

carefully considered by the grand 
jury throughout the course of its 
investigation as well as in relation 
té the individual cases presented 
hefére it. Therefore, we offer the 
following recommendation and 
strongly urge their execution in 
the interest of promoting the ef- 
ficiency of both the police depart- 
ment and the office of the circuit 
attorney in the handling of homi- 
cide cases. 

1. The homicide squad should 
have full responsibility for 
complete investigation and de- 
velopment of evidence of each 
murder, manslaughter, and 
homicide case occuring in the 
City of St. Louis. 

At present, there appears to be 
no clear-cut assignment of such 
cases. Consequently, individual 
members of the homicide squad 
and the district men frequently 
transfer. responsibility for failure 
Ito apprehend A tende e 
or fer faulty evidence. m3 

We feel, that gare 
| we cet micide 
should be specifically placed With 
an individual member of the 
squad. He should be responsible 
for every phase of the investiga- 
tion from the time he is called in 
at the discovery of the crime until 
the case is presented for trial. His 
duties should range from ade- 
quate initial survey of the evi- 
dence at the scene of the crime— 
including photographing and 
making a rough sketch of the 
scene, collecting and properly 
labeling clues). safely delivering 
exhibits to the crime laboratory, 
and deputizing officers to round 
up witnesses—to ultimate confer- 
ences with the office of the cir- 
cuit attorney and presentation of 
evidence to the grand and petit 
juries. 

In order to assure efficient 
functioning of this method, we 
had planned to strongly urge that 
the homicide squad be assigned 
two civilian clerks and an. addi- 
tional nine commissioned men. 
Futher, it was our feeling that the 
quality of these men was of para- 
mount importance. The need is 
for men of imagination and initia- 
tive, each of whom is suited to 
and carefully trained in all ma- 
jor phases of homicide detective 
work. 

Since the head of the homicide 
squad will be held ultimately re- 
sponsible for the work of homi- 
cide, we felt that he should have 
a strong voice in the selection of 
in-| these men—and also that he 
should be of equal rank with dis- 
trict commanders. 

However, in anticipation of the 
grand jury’s report, the chief of 
police has already added six ad- 
ditional men to the homicide sec- 
tion. It is the sincere. hope of 
this grand jury that the men thus 
hastily selected will prove to be 
of the high caliber required to 
do this vital job in the City of 
St. Louis. 

As one final recommendatian, 
we would suggest that present 
homicide cars be equipped with 
two-way radios and that two such 
cars be on duty at all times ex- 
cept from 2 a.m. to 8 A. m.

Information Office: Necessary Evil 
Chairman Ramspeck of the Civil Service Com- 
mission makes a very sensible proposal when 
he suggests a study of the work and practices 
of information services in the Government. 
The Government information service is a 
necessary evil. The managing editor of the 
Washington Post, J. Russell Wiggins, attests to 
its necessity. Government, he says, has simply 
become too big. for any newspaper or news 


_ agency to cover Washington without the help 


of information services within the Federal 
agencies. 

_ These services round up information and 
make it more readily available to newspapers, 
magazines, newsreels, television, and, incidental- 
ly, to plain citizens.

The French Are Unhappy ’ 
There is too much anti-American talk in 
France these days—in the Parisian salons and in 
the provincial market-places—for us not to be a 
little worried. -It would not be so bad if this 
French talk did not go beyond snide remarks 
about “rich but uncouth” tourists and the vul - 
garities of Hollywood. That could be ascribed 
to the differences between the cultures of the 
two countries—plus a touch of natural enyy— 


and not taken too seriously, There is hardly 


cause for alarm when one man prefers bourbon 
and another is devoted to burgumdy or sauterne. 

But the current French anti-Americanism is 
running deeper. There are complaints about the 
way the United States administers its foreign aid 
policy, sending more representatives to France 
—so say a lot of Frenchmen—than the Germans 
did during the wartime occupation. Washington 
is accused of duplicity because of its support for 
a hearing of Tunisian complaints in the United 
Nations. Material military aid, especially in, con- 
nection with the Indonesian war, is called inade- 
quate— just enough to keep the French nose 
above water, but not enough to dispel the fear 
of drowning.” 

American. concern might still be restrained 
were this French attitude not manifesting itself 
on the official level. There was, for example, 
Foreign Minister Robert Schuman’s speech in 
the U.N. Assembly. More recently there was 
U.S. News and World Report’s interview with 
Defense Minister Rene Pleven, the author of the 
original plan for the integrated defense of Eu- 
rope. In language cautious, diplomatic and yet 
pointed, he suggested that France may not go 
along much longer with the defense program of 
the Western powers. 

M. Pleven suggests that the United States 
may not fully appreciate the contribution which 
France is making in men and money. How much 
longer France can carry on in Indochina without 
more help, he does not know. He is for ratifica- 
tion of the. European army treaty, the backbone 
of NATO, but expects the parliament to make 
reservations. Pretty obviously, the French want 
more arms before the Germans get any. The 


French also feel the British should be more 


closely associated with the European army. They 
believe France should get at least $650,000,000 
from the United States in 1953, instead of the 
promised $525,000,000. And so on: If her wishes 
are heeded, says M. Pleven, France will raise 
an additional 45,000 men next year for Euro- 
pean defense and extend conscription_ sar. ag 
the current 18-month term.

The County’s Health Problem 


St. Louis county’s health program has-reached 
the point where it will either be given more 
money of it will give less service. The budget is 
too low for a modern health service in a big 
urban county. 

Health Commissioner Domke asked for a 
$408,560 annual budget. The figure was cut to 
$247,773. to stay within revenue ‘from the 4-cent 
special health tax. There it will have to remain 
unless the tax is increased. ‘The only way out is 
for the County Council to ure the Legislature 
to permit a-levy up to 10 cents. 

Apparently the county ‘will “net have to in- 
crease the tax by more than 2 or 3 cents right 
now. But it durnt to beve the tight to do so. 
Other Missouri counties; with à somewhat dif- 
ferent type of health organization, can levy 10 
cents. And the state’s fastest growing county 
has a special need for more health funds. 

Not long ago the county began to perform 
health services for Jennings, It is also offering 
health service to all school districts.. Certainly 
this central service fs more efficient than any a 
small town or school district could create for 
itself. Yet, Dr. Domke notes, 30 to 40 per cent 
of the school children still lack basic immuniza- 
tions. And on the present budget the health de- 
partment will have to cut its staff and service. 

Unfortunately the county government is 30 


full of independent elective offices, all of which 


make their own budget demands, that the health 
service sometimes seems to be on the outside 
of the Courthouse, looking in. But the County 
Council ought to recognize that health has a 
strong claim to attention and adequate funds.

George Boas 3 in Lecture Here 
A Leonardo Would

Leonardo K Vinci might 7 
been an abstract painter had he 
lived in the twentiéth century, 
Pref. George Boas of Johns Hop- 
kins University suggested last 
night in an Oreon E. Scott Sym- 
posium lecture at Washington 
University. 


The symposium, with Leonar- 6am 


‘do’s approach to science and art 

as its unifying theme, is being 
held as part of the Washington 
University centennial observance. 
Dr. Boas, Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity p 
of philosophy, gave the fifth of 
the eight addresses in the series. 

“Let me acknowledge,” he said 
in ‘a concluding summary, that I 
do not pretend to speak for the 
Modern Artist, if there is such a 
mythological monster, but for 
what I get out of modern art. 

“It is true that such a painter 
as Mondrian insists that he is pro- 
ducing works of art which are 
universal laws of visual elements 

e line, geometrical shape, bal- 
ance, rhythm and the like. But 
even if we assume that such laws 
obtained and have guided the 
painter’s brush, we need not as- 
sume that everyone seeing what 
that brush kas painted will also 
be moved by the laws which 
guided it. 

May Mean Rejection of Life. 

‘Abstract art may on the con- 
trary mean to the spectator, not 
this pure balance and repose of 
the geometrical underpinning of 
nature, but rather the rejection 
of life, the rejection of conflict, 
the rejection of frustration for 
a world in which all is pure, .bal- 
anced and fulfilled. 

“It must not bo forgotten that 
we all live in a tradition in which 
the hatred of the natural man is 
predominant. We have all been 
taught, regardless of whether we 
are Jew or Gentile, Catholic or 
Protestant, that within this coffin 
of flesh lives an eternal man, who 
can achieve his destiny only by 
rejecting all terrestrial values. 

“Surely this requires no dem- 
onstration. We can begin with 
the Book of Job and end with 
(T. S. Eliot’s) Four Quartets,“ 
and though the mode of expres- 
sion is different, the message is 
very similar. 

“Hence when we see paintings 
from which all life’ has disap- 
peared, we can scarcely resist the 
impression that the rejection of 
life has been the purpose of the 
painter.

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MIME. NIKOLAIDI WINS 
APPLAUSE AS SOLOIST. 


Symphony Plays ‘Song of the 
Nightingale’ With Deli- 
cate Skill. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


Elena Nikolaidi, the charming 
and accomplished Greek contralto 
appeared again as soloist with the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
at yesterday afternoon’s concert 
in Kiel Auditorium. Mme. Niko- 
laidi sang two songs by Wagner 
and two arias by Gluck and Ros- 
sini respectively. Conductor Vla- 
dimir Golschmann officiated and 
the purely orchestral numbers 
given under his direction included 
as a special feature “The Song of 
the Nightingale” by Stravinsky. 


The two Wagner songs were 
written to poems by Mathilda 
Wesendonck, a Swiss woman 
whose influence over the compos- 
er was not exclusively literary. 
They are romantic songs and very 
effective and Mme. Nikolaidi 
brought them to full bloom emo- 
tionally without making too much 
of their sensuous qualities. The 
quality of her voice is sypathethet- 
ic; and soft and rich in texture. 
She uses it with admirable taste 
and suggests, through the usual 
expressive devices, that her in- 
terpretations are affected by ele- 
vated feeling and a broad culture. 


The aria “Divinites du Styx” 
from Gluck’s Alceste“ was also 
presented in a moving style. The 
aria “Bel Raggio” from Rossini’s 
“Semiramide” was less successful 
partly because Mme. Nikolaidi's 
lower and middle voice didn’t pro- 
ject too well and partly because 
she showed little evidence of dra- 
matic tension. There was also too 
much breath in her phrasing. The 
audience liked her, without quali- 
fication; and she sang as an en- 
core the “Habanera” from Bi- 
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In other words, he would have 

immersed himself in contempo- 
rary science, both physical and 
social, and his art would have 
reflected his immersion.

Through analyses of the liter- 
atures and other arts produced 
by cultures ranging from ancient 
Greece to contemporary America, 
Prof. Boas traced changing phi- 
losophies that have influenced 
such thinkers and artists as Plato, 
Aristotle, Michelangelo, Caravag- 
gio, Shakespeare, Louis Le Nain, 
Ingres, Courbet, Wordsworth, 
Coleridge, Monet, Cezanne, Ry- 
der, T. S. Eliot, Alfred Noyes, 
— Moore and modern 


Because the present age is the 
heir of past ages, homogeneity of 
culture like that of the Greeks 
is not going to be found in any 
urban civilization anywhere, he 
said. Therefore the modern man, 
he urged, should accept hetero- 
geneity, or diversity of cultural 
elements, as normal in all the 
arts of today.

TEACHER SAYS INDIA 


World Peace Is ‘Not 
“Nonsense to Indian.’ 


nx JOHN T. STEWART

“If India can stabilize her young 
democracy, she may lead us all 
into peace,” Mrs. Ruth Parker 
White, missionary to India since 
1917, said here this. week. 


“Some American friend is al- 
ways saying to me, ‘It is nonsense 
to expect universal peace,’” Mrs. 
White added. To the Indian it 
does not seem nonsense. After 
all, the Indian people gained their 
freedom without war, by passive 
resistance. At the time that must 
have looked like nonsense to most 
Americans. But it worked.” 
Mrs, White and her husband, 
the Rev. Emmons P. White, have 
spent the last two weeks in St. 
Louis, making talks before church 
groups and showing pictures of 
India missions. They have been 
guests of their daughter, Mrs. 
John F. Neville Jr. of 9089 Wren- 
wood lane, St. Louis county. One 
of their two sons, Stephen White, 
is with the Air Force in Korea. 
The Rev. Mr. White left yester- 
day and his wife will leave Dec. 6, 
and they will make a speaking 
tour of New England Congrega- 
tional churches. 

The Whites have always been 
stationed at Aruppu Kottai, south 
of Madura and only 40 miles from 
the Indian Ocean. He is a grad- 
uate of Yale University, and she 
is a graduate of Mount Holyoke 
College, South Hadley, Mass. 
They will return to India next 
summer. 

Famine in India. 

Before leaving India on fur- 

lough Mrs. White ran a famine 


‘relief station and diet kitchen for 


the Government and fed from 700 
to 800 people daily. The Nehru 
government gave food for relief 
and contributions were ‘also made 
by Indian merchants. The mon- 
soon, which brings rain to south 
India, has failed since 1945, Mrs. 
White said. 

The Rev. Mr. White thinks that 
Nehru is making progress to- 
ward stabilizing his government. 
“Nehru’s policy of dividing land 
among the poor farmers has 
greatly strengthened his hand 
against Communism. He has also 
taken a strong stand against Com- 
munist disturbances,” and mis- 
sionary said. 

“There is so much that is beau- 
tiful and lovely in India,“ Mrs. 
White said. “We have worked 
mostly with the underprivileged 
masses.

other gifts. Shoppers are urged 
to select toys ‘that are suitable 
and safe for the child who will 
receive them. 

Toys should do more than 
merely amuse a child. They are 
the tools of play, and play is 
necessary for the wholesome, 
normal development of all ‘chil- 
dren. Therefore, toys should be 
chosen that will provide for nor- 
mal physical and personality de- 
velopment, and should stimulate 
their owners to somé activity, 
either physical or mental. 

Gifts should also be chosen 
with an eye to the age and living 
conditions of the boy or girl who 
will receive them. For example, 
a sled or skates to a child with 
no place to skate or slide, or 
play equipment to an apartment 
dwelling child which requires 
room to set up and will have to 
be stored away after the holiday 
season because there is no per- 
manent place to put it, will give 
a child a sense of frustration 
and only make him unhappy be- 
cause he caer ae 1 new toy. 


FOR THE “TINY TOTS” toys 
should be too large to put into 
the mouth and should have no 
removable parts. Buy playthings 
that are durable, soft and easily 
kept clean. Toys that can be 
pushed or pulled, dolls, blocks 
and balls are universal favorites. 
Be sure stissors for cutouts have 
blunt ends. Don't get ‘toys that 


splinter and break easily, or have 


sharp points. Young children are 
easily confused with too many 
toys at one time. It is the wise 
parent who puts a toy or two 
aside for a rainy day.

tions. Lodge, 50 years old, will 
succeed Ambassador Warren R. 
Austin, who is 75 years old and 
has said he wishes to retire: 
John Foster Dulles, the desig- 
nated Secretary of State, said in 


announcing the appointment for 

Eisenhower that Lodge would be 

“one of the administration’s prin- 

cipal advisers and representatives 

in the formulation and conduct of 
foreign policy.” 

Lodge, one of the o I back- 
ers of Eisenhower for the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination, 
must be confirmed by the Senate 
before he takes the $25,000-a-year 
post. He would be the perma- 
nent United States representative 
to the U.N. and this country’s 
representative in the Security 
Council. 

By one of ‘history's irgnies, 
Lodge is the grandson of the Sen- 
ator Henry Cabot Lodge whom 
advocates of the League of Na- 
tions in 1919 held most respon- 
sible for this country’s failure to 
join the League. The grandfather 
bitterly opposed that venture in 
in ational co-operation. The 
grandson is known as a strong 
internationalist.

In all, the western hemisphere 
gets five new cardinals. Arch- 
bishops Paul-Emile Leger of Mon- 
treal, August Alvaro da Silva of 
Bahia, Brazil; Carlo Maria de la 
Torre of Quito, Ecuador, and 
Crisanto Luque of Bogota, Colm- 
bia, were named. For Eeuador. 
and Colombia it is the first time 
in history that they have had a 
cardinal.

Several of the new cardinals 
are as old or older than the 71- 
year-old average of the present 46 
members of the college.
